queathed in equal shares to his three sons 
and two daughters, and Valentine, tup 
eldest son. was named as executor. Sub- 
sequently Guadalupe assigned his inter- 
est to Valentine for $100, hut he says he 
did not know the nature o£ the document 
he had signed. 


In 1S94 Jose Batiste Alviso, the thirt 


son, died in an insane asylum, and Guada- 
lupe has been appointed the administra- 
tor of his estate by the courts of Santa 
Clara county. He claims that Valentine 
has compromised the claim with the Gov- 
ernment, has received Slti.OOO and has $10,- 
000 more coming from the Government.

The patient is a young man 
nul he has the dreaded disease in. its 
worst form. The presence of the malady 
was made known to Health Officer von 
\rtelung shortly after 7 o'clock 1-ast night. 
Guards were immediately secured and a 
veliow flag placed in the doorway to sho-w 
that the place was in quarantine. 


The building where the afflicted man 


..as is in the business portion of the city, 
and the discovery of the disease is caus- 
ing considerable tmeusiness among those 
who 
frequent 
the 
neighborhood. 
The 


quarantine was placed on the building 
when most ot the roomers were inside, 
and as a result there are about one hun- 
dred persons detained within the wf.lls. 
This morning about twenty-flve of the 


quarantined ones assembled on the stairs 
with the intention of forcing their way 
Jiv the guards stationed at the doorway. 
The Health Office was notified and two 
additional guards sent to reinforce those 
already on duty. 
Physicians have bnori engaged all morn- 


ing in vaccinating the occupants of the 
house, and this afternoon a force or mt-n 
from the Health Department i.-ci.-rmieiiceil 
to fumigate the^ promises. 
-Y room was 


secured and all persons who wished to 
leave the building were compelled to de- 
posit a complete change of clothing In the 
room,.which was sealed and the clothing 
disinfected. 
Tonight those who wish to leave the 


quarantine will be directed to bathe ami 
then will be given the disinfected cloth- 
ing to put on. /Plien they will he allowed 
to leave the building. There, is a certain 
element in the building that the Health 
Department has to contend with and trou- 
ble is expected. William Franke, recent- 
ly appointed to the office of Deputy Li- 
cense Inspector, is one of those under the 
quarantine.
